2. (Currently amended) A starter housing (1) as c l aimed in C l a i m 1, charactorizod in that 
A starter housing for a gas discharge lamp comprising 

an outer and an inner housing arranged one inside the other in an assembled state of 
the starter housing , the outer housing comprising a metal layer for electromagnetic screening 
of the inner housing, and 

an inner housing tube arranged at the inner housing, which, in the assembled state is 
surrounded by an outer housing tube arranged at the outer housing, said inner housing tube 
and outer housing tube together forming a plug-in socket, 

wherein reference elements are arranged at the respective tubes of both housings such that 
they co-operate in the assembled state for defining the positions of the two tubes with respect 
to one another, the housing further comprising a reference body (i3)-is arranged at one of the 
inner and outer tubes and bearing, tube (11) of one of the two housings (10). which body (13) 
in the assembled state^ boars on an edge of the other of the inner and outer tubes tijbe48^ 
arranged at the othor housing (5) . 

3. (Currently amended) [[A]] The starter housing of claim 2. wherein (1) as c l aimed in C l aim 
2, charactorizod in that the reference body is formed as a peg (13) which in the assemb l ed state 
enters with snugjy fit ting into a passage (14} or an indentation in the respective other tube (8}. 

4. (Currently amended) [[A]] The starter housing of claim 3. wherein (1) as c l aimed in 
C l aim 3. charactorizod in that a the peg (i^ is arranged at the inner housing tube (ii} and 
enters a hole (i4) in the outer housing tube (5). 
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5. (Currently amended) [[A]] The starter housing of claim 3, wherein (1) as claimed in C l aim 

3 or 4 , charactorizod in that the peg is conical in shape. 

6. (Currently amended) [[A]] The starter housing of claim 4, wherein (1) as c l aimed in Claim 

4 or 5, charactorizod in that the peg4i3) in the assembled state projects beyond a side of the 
outer housing tube (8) that faces away from the inner housing tube (ii) and is designed such 
that its projecting length is removable can bo romovod, in particu l ar can bo broken off . 

7. (Currently amended) [[A]] The starter housing of claim 3, wherein (1) as claimed in 
C l aim 3, charactorizod in that a peg or a ridge is formed at the outer housing (S)-so as to engage 
a through passage or a groove in the inner housing tube {H^. 

8. (Currently amended) [[A]] The starter housing of claim 1, further comprising (jr)-a& 
c l aimod in any ono of the C l aims 1 to 7, charactor i zod in that a plurality of co-operating 
reference elements (13; 1 4 ) aro arranged at several sides of the tubes ( 8 ;10) . 

9. (Currently amended) [[A]] The starter housing of claim 8. wherein (1) as c l aimod in C l aim 
1, charactorizod in that the reference elements are formed by through passages in teett^ the 
tubes ( 8 ; 11) , which passages can be brought into alignment during mounting of the starter 
housing (4)-and in which a fixation body can be fixed with snug fit , in particu l ar can bo wodgod, 
for defining the positions of the tw© tubes ( 8 ; 11) with respect to one another.

11. A lamp with a starter housing (i) as claimed in claim 1 any ono of tho C l aims 1 to 9 . 

12. A lighting device , in particu l ar a motor vehic l e hoad l iGht, w i th comprising a lamp having 
a starter housing (ifas claimed in claim 1 any ono of tho C l aims 1 to 9 .
